The Harper murder trial resulted 


in a verdict of manslaughter in the 
first degree the penalty being left to 
the discretion of the court. The max- 
imum in such a case is forty years. 
The case was given to the jury about 
n o'clock yesterday afternoon, and 
ihe jury deliberated until about 2:30 
:his afternoon before reaching 
an 


agreement. An appeal will probably 
oe taken, bn>- if he loses, the old 
man will probably not long survive 
•he life in prison, he being in the 
neighborhood of seventy years of age. 


The killing of Cecil Davis is com- 


paratively fresh la the minds of most 
readers of the News.* It occurred In 
the early part of December. Davis 
was shot and killed in or near his 
cotton field in the viciniry of Steed- 
man, 
and Harper was arrested for 


the crime. He pleaded self-defense, 
but the state made 
a strong 
caap 


against him and the jury evidently 
did not view the killing as a case of 
self defense. 


This afternoon Guy Houghton and 


O. B. Morris are being tried on a 
charge of grand larceny. These are 
the men who were located sometime 
ago by Chief Hounshell after some o> 
their stolen goods had been found 
by a boy and the matter reported to 
the chief. The goods were found to 
have been taken from stores at We- 
leetka, and on trial at Okemah the 
entire bunch either pleaded guilty to 
a charge of burglary, or else were 
convicted. 'If convicted a?ain in the 
present trial, they will have a long 
term to serve.

Bessie Gentry, charged with the mur- 
der of her husband, Thomas J. Gentry 
was today convicted of murder and 
sentenced to life imprisonment.

sational ever held here. The princi- 
pal witness for the prosecution was 
Jesse Mackey, who with Mrs. Gentry 
and her brother, rdaurice Weighfman, 
was arrested immediately after the 
discovery of the crime, and who lat- 
er turned state's evidence. 


The defense in the trial of LMrs. 


Gentry has attempted to fasten the 
crime upon Mackey.

RECORD QF GRIFT 


AND INCOMPETENCE 


(By iWinfield Jones.) 


•Washington, Mar. 8.—Though graft- 


era have been found In every govern- 
ment department and huge sums of 
money stolen in one way or another, 
the Department of the Interior leads i 
the list of departments in furnishing 
rich spoils for financial pirates. Dur- 
ing the last twenty-five years it has 
been estimated that more than $75,- 
000,000 has been stolen from the gov- 
ernment in the shape of lands. Re- 
cently this estimate has been some- 
augumented when it was found that 
certain corporations had laid greedy 
hands on valuable mineral lauds in 
the west and in Alaska. In Alaska 
alone the total land grabbing has 
been estimated at over $200,000,000. 


This is one of the fruits of a re- 


publican administration. 


Land depredation in the early days 


was confined mainly lo the ranchers. 
This form of land grabbing was term- 
ed "illegal fencing." From that the 
frauds extended to real estate deal- 
ers who bought soldier scrip, home- 
stead entry deeds, lieu scrip, and 
other forms of government deeds 
conveying public lands 
to private 


owners .'In later days 
corporations 


entered the field until practically all 
lands in the west were owned by 
syndicates. 


Public clamor made it mandatory 


on the part of the government to un- 
dertake an investigation. Detectives 
were hired, special bureaus were or- 
ganised, and the wonk of reclaiming 
lands illegally obtained from the gov- 
ernment was commenced. The mare's 
nest thus unearthed brought within 
the reach of the law some of 
the 


most prominent men in public and 
private life. Numbers of 'the men 
were sent to the penitentiary .and 
others were allowed to retain their 
good names and reputations only aft- 
er 
the 
strongest 
pressure 
was 


brought to bear. 


This condition of affairs greatly re- 


flected upon the various republican 
administrations. Mot a Secretary of 
the Interior 
department 
down to 


the Ballinger regime under Taft pass- 
ed four years in office without hav- 
ing been under fire. Either as to his 
action in respect to the opening of 
the public lands to entry or in non- 
prosecution of the grafters who' ob- 
tained lands from the government. 
Some harsh criticism was directed to 
several of the secretaries and in one 
case it has been openly stated that 
the Cabinet' officer was "too1 closely 
allied with the interests" to dispel 
the cloud of graft. 


Secretary Ballinger, who resigned 


his portfolio was under constant fire 
from the time he entered President 
Taft's cabinet. The finger of accusa- 
tion was pointed at him by reason of 
his action in respect to the Cunning- 
ham coal claims in Alaska, in which 
it was alleged that -Mr. GBallinger had 
passed the claims after having been 
advised that they were tainted with 
fraud. 


'in the main, however, large cor- 


porations of the country have been 
the principal offenders. Real estate 
firms, mining firms, and other com- 
panies engaged in large industries in 
the middle west have been accused 
at differed times of land grabbing. 
The most gigantic frauds, howevc; 
were those carried on by a ring of 
real estate dealers in San Francisco, 
Their mode of operation defied de- 
tection by the officers of the govern- 
ment for years. 


Dummv entrymen were procured 


and deeds to large tracts of land ob- 
tained. 'Lands worth anywhere from 
$125 an acre to '$250 an acre were 
secured^fo* DroH* W> Co^JSW fle«f t'fitet: 
of 160 acres. Often the ring would

gram from a member of the Fram ex- 
pedition declared that Amundsen had 
reached the South Pole. Other re- 
ports seem to confirm this. 


Reports of Amundsen's success ap- 


pear at the same time to have dis- 
posed of the rumor that dipt. Scott 
had reached the Pole. None of the 


au'horities here were inclined to 


credit this latter report unconfirmed. 


In the race for the Pole, British- 


ers, while hoping for the success of 
the British representatives, entertain- 
ed fears that Capt. Amundsen would 
win the honor, as his previous ex- 
periences made him 
a 
formidable 


competitor. It was/ he who discover- 
ed the Northwest passage in 1905. 


Amundsen had with him a hardy 


band of Norwegians, 
who probably 


were greatly aided by skis in travers- 
ing the ice, and he put his faith in 
Siberian dogs for the supply sleds. 
He had an advantage of nearly eight 
months over Capt. Scott in the race 
for the Pole, his base of supplies 
was nearly 100 miles nearer the goal 
and his was not a scientific expedi- 
tion, but one designed to move swift- 
ly. 


The steamer Fram is the vessel 


with which Dr. Nansen made a journ- 
ey of thousands of miles in the Arc- 
tic Ocean in 1893-96, and on which 
Amundsen planned to drift with the 
Arctic ice to the North Pole. Amund- 
sen started in April, 1909, to carry- 
out this drifting trip in search of the 
North Pole, but changed his plans and 
in the following year proceeded by 
way of South America for the An- 
tarctic. Early in 1911 Lieut. Pennell 
of Capt. Scott's expedition sent word 
from Stewart Island that he had come 
on Amundsen's ship in the bay of 
Whales, Ross Sea, where, the 'Nor- 
wegian had made his winter quarters.

name, Ko-na-wa (Ko-na-wha.)

that the assessment was 
confisca- 


rory and that as an equitable prop- 
coition no institutions could exist un- 
der such a rate of taxation, Judge 
Frank Mathews handed down a decis- 
ion in the district court Wednesday 
restoring the original assessment in 
the cases of Miller Bros.' department 
store, City National and Altus state 
banks, who brought suit against J. S. 
Moore, county treasurer, to enjoin 
him from collecting their increased 
tax. 


Miller Brothers' assessment 
was 


boosted from $17,000 to $24,000; that 
of the City National bank from $28,- 
000 to $40,000, and the Altus State 
bank from $28,000 to '$62,000. In the 
Altus State bank's case the assess- 
ment was lowered to $40,000. 


These are the first three decisions 


out of a score of similar cases, and 
the result of tne suits in favor of 
the tax-payers, which is in effect a 
holding that the state equalization 
board had no legal right to boost the 
assessment, is regarded as a signal 
victory.

Severe Storm-, und Abnormal Tem- 


peratures .Vude Many New 


Reeonta.

The year 11)11 long will be remem- 


bered for the violence of its weather, 
says the March Popular Mechanics 
Magazine. The spring opened mild 
and delightful, but in June a torrid 
wave of unparalleled severity swept 
over the country. The cities baked 
and gasped for breath, while the 
burning sun and hot winds withered 
the corn and cost the farmers a mil- 
lion dollars a day. A little later Eng- 
land was scorched and France and 
Germany sweltered. 
The 
mercury 


went above 100 degrees in 
western 


Canada, and whalers brought 
back 


reports from the Arciic regions of 
open water where always before there 
had been solid ice. The reports from 
Mexico and Central America would 
well describe the lower regions, but 
it is said that the summer in Ice- 
land was enjoyable. 


'In August the elements took a dif- 


fei'ent turn and the flood gates of the 
heavens were opened. Kentucky and 
the south Atlantic states were del- 
uged, and (he Philippines were morn 
thoroughly drowned than they had 
been before since the time of Noah. 
Alberta was visited by a killing frost 
which ruined hundreds 
of 
pioneer 


farmers. 'A cyclone devastated Costa 
Rica and a violent gale swept the 
south Atlantic coast, destroying a 
great number of vessels. During the 
later fall, the north Atlantic was tor- 
mented by a series of more violent 
storms than were Known to the old- 
esf sea captains. In November the 
southern states were visited by a kill- 
ing frost, while December was re- 
markable tor its high temperatures. 


Aside from the extreme heat, the 


frosts of the far north and the sun- 
ny south, and the violent storms at 
sea, the year 1911 was still excep- 
tional; The mean temperature of ev- 
ery month except 
November 
was 


above the average of that of the for- 
ty years covered by the records of the 
United States weather bureau. The 
average daily excess was from four 
to six degrees.
